WILL BE TO FIGHT THE PRESIDENT. 


The Ex-Benator Deciares His Policy to Oome Back 
to the Senate as the Authorized Opponent 
of the Administration—A War 
to the End of the Term. 


Wasurneton, May 17,—The resignations 
of Conkling and Platt are ali the talk every- 
where. Senator Conkling declined to talk 
with reporters, saying he had expressed 
himeelf freely in his letter to the governor 
of New York, but trusted friends of onk- 


ling called on him at bis rooms and he 


talked freely to them. He was severe in 
his strictures upon the administration, and 
denounced Kebertson as a traitor to his 
party. He went over all of Rober.son’s 
conduct in connection with the Chicago 
convention, and said that he would never 
support a man who had bolted and fought 
against his party organization as 
Robertson did then. Conkling expressed 
to his friends entire confidence of the re-elec 
tion of both Platt and himself by the New 
York legislature at the time when under 
the constitution the election can take place. 
Conkling produced a list of the members 
of the legislature and the claasification of 
their politics, to show that his re-election 
is certain, and also Platt’s, and said that he 
would not go nearer Albany than New 
York city; and that he will be re-elected 
without asking for it. He spoke 
in bitter terms of the president, 
charging *him with having violated his 
honor. Gonkling said he would regard 
his re-election as an  indorsement 
of his fight against Robertson and a rebuke 
to the administration, but that what is 
more important, his re-election, will be a 
commission to him as an independent anti- 
administration senator; that he appeals to 
his party representatives on the issue be- 
tween him and the administration, and a 
re election will authorize him to fight the 
administration to the end of its term, and 
strike in a blow wherever he can get a 
chance, He declared his purpose to make 
war op the administration from the date 
of his re-election. He expressed the belief 
that the senate will remain in session until 
he comes back. A friend remarked that 
the senate would adjourn this week, Conk” 
ling said that he thought not; that the 
democrats were now in the majority and 
would be shrewd enough to continue the 
session to give a chance to open his aggres

Lawlessness Increasing in Ireland—More Dyna- 
mite for the Ozar—The Saltan's Attempt 
to Catch Midbat Pasha—The 
French to Occupy Tanis. 


Lonpox, May 17.—Ia the house of com- 
mons last night Mr. Guest, moderate lib- 
eral, urged the goveroment to join Italy in 
protesting against the outrageous attacks 
of France on Tunis. . 

Mr. Gladstone said that when serious 
charges are made against a power with 
whom England has been closely allied for 
over a generation justice, even decency, 
demanded that the house shal! be in posses- 
sion of authentic information before any 
action is taken. The conduct of her majes- 
ty’s government, he said, could not be 
judged until the papers, which are now 
preparing, are presented; the most impor- 
tant part thereof would however relate to 
the proceedings of the late government 
He intimated that this part would relate 
to Lord Salisbury’s conversations with Mr. 
Waddingten. If England was called upon 
to take measures to assert her own views 
relative to Turkish suzerainty over Tunis, 
she might be reminded of her own proc¢ed- 
ings relative to Algiers. 

Mr. Gladstone was somewhat indispose 
and therefore opened last night’s debate on 
the land bill instead ef speaking later. He 
pointed out that the charges of confiscation 
had been leveled against almost every ben- 
eficial measure of the government. He 
did not admit that the bill contained any- 
thing approaching confiscation, and was 
not prepared to admit any plea for 
com pensation. He said he had 
never known so large a measure debated for 
so long a time with so few serious points 
brought into discussion. Relative to the 
objection tha: tenants only are able to ap. 
peal to the court, Mr. Gladstone said the 
government was prepared to consider in 
committee any proposal to extend that 
right to landlords. It had no intend 
tion of refusing reasonable amend. 
ments, In proportion to their 
anxiety to give p.ace to Lreland, it would 
be their desire to receive from every quar- 
ter pro ls that might tend to improve 
the bill. Theopposition were playing with 
edge tools in ——— the state of Ireland 
the battle ground of party. Ifa powerful 
combination succeeded in overthrowing 
the bill and the government, a conservative

Mr. Gladstone urged that Lord 
Beaconsfield would have acquiesced in the 
inevitable change, He gratefully acknowl.

The gov- 
ernment, he said, could not assent to great 
changes of form, as if it brought in one 
bill and passed another, the house of lords 
might be encouraged to reject the bill.

Three of these combinations now meet 
and exchange business in Atlanta—the 
Louisville, the Ciyde and the Wadley. 
[ne Cole system-will be here on the first 
day of the new year or soon thereafter. 
[he Wolff system is not to come here 
unless it can utilize the Georgia Western 
—the two lines intersecting each other at 
Birmingham. The Wolff system is the 
weak sister of the six, for atits northern 
terminus, Chattanooga, it has no 
certain connections, and it straggles 
through Alabama, connecting with noth- 
ing in particular in Mississippi, and 
reaching the Atlantic coast by a circui- 
tous route. Unless it is worked with the 
Georgia Western, and can gain good 
connections at Chattanooga, it will never 
prove a very dangerous rival of the five 
other combinations. The extension of 
the Baltimore and Ohio to Atlanta is 
proclaimed, and if the new system is to 
become areal power in the southwest 
this proclamation must be carried into 
effect. We believe it will be. 

In Atlanta, then, the five great combi- 
nations are to meet; and it should not 
forgotten that they neither have 
nor can have any other common 
meeting point. The nearest approach to 
such a point will be Chattanooga, where 
three or perhaps four of them will be 
concentrated, but no other city will have 
more than two of the six. Atlanta is 
sure to have five of them, and the sixth 
uuay be compelled to come also in order 
to gain valuable connections. This will 
forever establish the fact that Atlanta is 
the railroad center of all the southern 
country that lies east of the great river, 
and every new railroad will be built with 
more or less reference to the admitted 
center. Every mile of new road in the 
southeast will then add to Atlanta’s trade 
and prosperity. The people of Atlanta 
not feel elated over the pros- 
pect, because the result now 
in sight has all along been 
inevitable. The southeastern road that 
has no direct Atlanta connectivn will 
prove to be aroad of little value. As 
all roads in the north lead to railroad 
centers, so will all southeastern roads 
lead to Atlanta. This may seem boast- 
ful, but it is certainly no more than a 
fair statement of the situation. as it will 
soon appear to even the most incredu- 
ipus. Atlanta has but to be true to her 
reputation for energy and enterprise to 
rapidly become a town second only to 
New Orleans in population, and second 
to none in respect to trade and prosperity 
in the cotton belt.
